NEW APPORTIONMENT GOSSIP 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 17—In the as- 


sembly this mornig Mr. Lenroot in- 
troduced ab ill creating a commisssioh 
•of three to confer with the Minnesota 
legislature for the purpose of secur- 
ing uniformity of legislation upon the 
subject of vessel taxation. 


The commission is required to re- 


port to the legislature within thirty 
days, giving the result of its action 
.and submitting a draft of such bill 
as may be agreed upon between the 
Wisconsin and Minnesota legislators, 
under the present Wisconsin law ves- 
sels are.taxed as personal property 
on the ad valorem basis. 


Mr. Lenroot's bill is only prelimi- 


nary to a measure to tax vessels on 
a tonnage basis. 
He suggests three 


cents per gross ton as a fair rate.

A bill fixing the appropriations for 


"the state univesity was introduced 
in the assembly this morning by Frost. 
It asks an increase of $36,000 in in- 
come making a total of $316,000 and in 
addition $240,000 for new buildings, 
$175,000 for a central agricultural col- 
lege and $65,000 for equipping the new 
engineering 'building, machine shops, 
etc.

Allister had put "knock-out drops" in 
the glass used by her.

testimony of Detective Mclnerney,dur- 
ing which he said Death had confessed 
to him, the prisoner in question -became 
very excited, springing to his feet and 
shouting:. "Yqu'lie, you lie!" He was 
quieted by his attorneys and summon- 
ed to the stand. He told of his arrest, 
but said nothing about his conversa- 
tion with the police.

Lord Roseberry Sounds the 
Alarm—Commercial

London, Jan. 17.—The earl of Rose- 


berry, responding to a toast to his 
health last evening at he annual ban- 
quet of theWolverhampton chamber 
of commerce, spoke of the great com- 
mercial warfare being waged against 
England. . 


"The chief rivals to be feared," 


said his lordship, "are America and 
Germany. 
The Americans with their 


vast and almost incalcuable resources, 
their acuteness and enterprise and 
their huge population, which will be 
100,000,000 in twenty years, together 
with the plan they have adopted for 
putting accumulated w.ealth into great 
co-operative syndicates or trusts for 
the purpose of carrying on this great 


commercial warfare, are perhaps the 
meet formidable.

"On 
the other hand the Germans, 


with their calculating and conquering 
spirit and the energy with which they 
seize and use the best and most eco- 
nomical methods, arc but little less 


j redoubtable than the Americans. 


I 
"The Americans scarcely satisfied 


with gigantic individual fortune, use 
these by combination to make of cap- 
ital a power which, wielded by one or 
two minds, is almost irresistible and, 
i£ this power is concentrated against 
Great Britian in trade warefare, it will 
be a clanger that we cannot afford to 
disregard. 


"A trust of many millions might 


compete with any trade In England, 
underselling all of her products at a 
considerable loss.

duties of his office impaired his health, 
and until some of the burden is remov- 
ed from the shoulders of the governors 
of Indiana the 'exactions of the office 
will kill anybody." 


Mr. Mount was born in Montgomery 


county, Ind., in 1843. 
At the break- 


ing out of the t^ivil war ne enlisted 
in the Seventy-second regiment, Indi- 
ana volunteers, and later, was n mem- 
ber of the reno'wned Wilder brigade. 
At the close of the war he settled on 
a farm in Montgomery county. 
Gov. 


Mount was a repu'' Jican and one of 
the most distinguished men of the par- 
ty in the state. . In 1SS8, in a demo- 
cratic district, he was elected senator 
by a majority, of .600 votes and in 1396 
he was elected governor by the largest 
plurality ever given in Indiana.

Madison, Jan. 17—Dr. Russell, head 
f the department of bacteriology, 
as issued -a statement upon the sub- 
ect of "Smallpox; its Causes, Met-h- 
ds of Dissemination, and Methods of 
revention." 
.His treatment of the 


heme was very clear and logical. H« 
e-ferred to past iiistory of the dis- 
•ase and stated that during the mid- 
le ages it was one of the most fearful 
f all plagues. 
However, owing to 


nodern improved methods of treat- 
nent, more especially to vaccination, 
mall-pox is now one of the least to I 
e feared of all contagious diseases, 
'he vital statistics of -Massachusetts 
or the last twenty-five years show 
e>ry plainly the truth of this state- 


ment. 


There a-re more deaths in Wisconsin 
er day, from diphtheria than, there 
re from smallpox in a whole year, 
'he statistics o-f the last year show but 
en deaths in all Wisconsin from this 
iiuch-fea-red disea.se. 


The losses 
from smallpox 
are 


nearly growing less and may be. well 
igh extinguished with the use of mod- 
ern mebhoas. 
The acting or casual 


igent of smallpox has not however 
-et been, found although it is univer- 
,ally' thought to be a germ. The dis- 
ease is disseminated T)y the air and 
:an be communicated directly 
by 


he sick subject or by objects with 
vhich he comes in contact. 


The incu'bation period of the dis- 


ease is about twelve days -and during 
hat time it cannot be communicated. 
During this period .chills, apin in the 
side and limbs, and often fevers 
cir 


headaches are the chief symptoms. 
Finally a rash appears and breaks 
emit aifter two or three days; a shot- 
ed appearance results due to numer- 
ous small pimples under the epidermis. 
These enlarg'e, break down and the 
body is then covered with a 
dry, 


dust-like crust from which the dis- 
ease is spread. 


The modern treatment Is vaccin- 


ation and the appliance of a disinfect- 
ant ointment to the body thus limit- 
ng its spread and palliating the slight- 
y painful condition of the crust. Af- 
ter a severe case of smallpox there is 
almcst a certainty of lifelong immun- 
ty. Innoculation, in which human, vir- 
us is used, and -the vaccination 
in 


which bovine virus is used, are the 
;wo methods of prevention. 
The lat- 


ter is now exclusively used. 
It 
is 


practically a specific against the dis- 
ease. 


German children must be vaccinated 


before two and again 'before -twelve 
those entering the army are again 
vaccinated and the result is that in 
Jermany smallpox is now a medical 
su-riosity, the deaths last year from 
that disease being but one hundred 
and sixte'en in a population of fifty 
million. 
Germany is a model of pre- 


caution in dealing with. this disease. 


Dr. Russell concluded by saying 


there was absolutely no occasion for 
fear of a general epidemic but 
cau- 


tioned all to be vaccinated and insure 
themselves and others against pos- 
sible danger.

cnits for conveying electricity used as a motive 
power for railroads and street railways. 
Tlie Mayor and Common Council of the City 
of Janesville do urduiu as follows:- 
Sec. I. Every person, firm or corporation, ope- 
rating, owniug or controlinga railroad or Street 
R .ilwoy within thocity of Janesville.upou which 
cars are now, or hereafter shall be operated or 
propel'ed by electricity as the motive power 
with a grounded return cucuit Jor conveying 
the electricity, shall install and maintain a me 
tallic return circuit of such cross section and 
conductivity for conveying the electricity so 
used as a motive power that the maximum dif- 
ference of potential will not at any time exceed 
one volt between any part of such metallic re- 
turn circuit and any water pipes, gas pipea, te- 
lephone or telegraph cables or other, melals not 
installed for the purpose of forming a part of 
such metal Uc return circuit, and that there will 
not be a variation in diifereuce of potential ex 
ceeoiugono half volt between any two measure- 
ments at the same time at points atone and up- 
on said metallicrelurucircuitwithinadis'.anc* 
of three hundred foot 01 less from each other. 
-<uch metallic return circuit shall be installed 
nnd muintained in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any ordinance of the city of Janes 
villo. now or hereafter in force. 


Sec. 11. Such metallic return circuit shall b» 
installer and in use on or before the first dar 
of July 1901. 


Sec. III. Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating the terms uf this ordinance, or who fails, 
neglects, or refuses to comply therewith shall 
upon conviction thereof be fined not less than, 
twenty-live dollars nor more than fifty dollars; 
and such person, flrm, or corporation "shall be 
deemed guilty of a separate anddistinctolTence 
lor every day during whichsuch person, lirm or 
corporation violates, fails, neglects or refuses 
to comply with any or all of the requirement* 
of this ordinance.

/It will also be remembered that on 


January first $175,000,000 was dis- 
tributed in dividends vy the large cor- 
porations. 
There's nothing that gives 


stability and market value to stock 
like a liberal cash dividend. 
It not 


only adds to value, but it is a self- 
advertiser, and never goes begging, 
especially on an easy money market: 
Mr. Clews points to the fact that the 
volume of money has increased in this 
' country during the past twelve months 
$180,000.000, 
This large volume, con- 


•feidered in connection with the larg- 
er volume of profits that rewarded 
business during the year, ''accounts for 
the spirit of speculation so apparent 
at the present time.

terests. When the shipping bill first came 
before congress, the 6-uggesUon was made 
tha-t'swift ocean steamsihips were what were 
most needed, mail carriers, vessels aval' 
able 
as 
auxiliary 
cruisers—'Ocea-n gray- 


hounds, ill short; .ar.d it was alleged thai 
the .slow cargo carriers could take care ol 
themselves, that they needed no ass'lstr.nce, 
they were profitable under present condi- 
tions, and similar arguments. 


When it was pointed out that there was 


- reason for government aid for s>low ships, 


carrying .only- cargoes, because they were 
at a disadvantage ill cost of construction, i'J
